In recommending ‘the San Diego
site, Secretary Adams overruled
the opinfohs -~ of “Admiral - Moffett
and three other members of the
special investigating committee who
vecommended  the Sunnyvale site
near San Francisco, The Secretary
of the Navy had the support of
the Navy general board in his rec-
ommendation ‘of the Southern Cali-
fornia site.
